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ALUMNI FIELD. 

We have dedicated this issue of 
the Student Lantern to the Alumni 
of the school for we cannot help but 
feel that they are taking interest in 
our work, wishing for our success, 
and helping us wherever possible. 
An event which so strikingly shows 
this was the formal opening of 
Alumni Field a short time ago. For 
future reference we will record here 
a brief account of its already famil- 
iar history, 

About seven years ago the sub- 
ject of a High school field was first 
broached by the late Webster Cook, 
but failing to find any support the 
idea was temporarily dropped. Soon 
after, the Southern Michigan base- 
ball league placed a team in Sag- 
inaw, and its owner, Mr. Burkhart, 
secured the grounds now known as 
Burkhart Park, on which the High 
school tear had been playing its 
football and baseball games. This 
brought about a crisis; for if ath- 
letics were to be maintained in Sag- 
inaw High we naturally had to have 
a field on which to play. 

On June 25, 1909, at a reunion of 
the classes of '06 and '07 of the Sag- 
inaw High school. it was proposed 
to form an Alumni Association with 
the above classes as a nucleus. 
When this was finally accomplished 
a committee was immediately 
named to go in search of a suitable 
athletic field. "This was found in 


\\ 


what once constituted the old circus 
grounds on Sheridan avenue. But 
as a street ran through this field the 
consent of the city council to close 
it had to be obtained first. Thru the 
earnest pleadings of various mem- 
bers of Saginaw High before the 
council, that body, after listening to 
the objections of neighboring prop- 
erty owners, decided to close Cedar 
street. Thus the first part of the 
battle was won. 


The next step was to secure funds 
to purchase the grounds. А com- 
mittee was named. consisting of Mr. 
Melville Brooks, Mr. Arthur Eddy, 
Mr. Sydney J. Eastman, and the 
late Thomas Harvey to secure the 
necessary sum. ‘Too much cannot 
be said in praise of these gentlemen 
who so unceasingly labored in our 
behalf, never thinking of any recom- 
pense for their services, oftentimes 
forsaking their own business in 
order to make the securing of this 
field possible. It is mainly to these 
alumni that we owe this magnificent 
field; but let us not forget those 
who so generously donated money 
and other means to our field. To а? 
these we unite in thanking them 
for their aid given us and the inter- 
est they showed in our welfare. 

At last the necessary amount was 
secured and the field purchased. 
Thru the special effort of the late 
Thomas W. Harvey the Board of 


Education allowed $4,500 for a brick | 
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fence to be built around the field. 
With this amount assured, work 
was at once started. The field was 
thoroughly tiled, 1,500 feet of water 
pipe laid, a quarter mile cinder track 
laid out, and the mason work on the 
field begun. The classes of 1910 
and 1911 donated various sums 
which were to be used in purchasing 
iron gates in honor of the late prin- 
cipal, Mr. Webster Cook. When all 
was done the entire grounds were 
Saturday, October 14, 1911, witness- 
ed the formal opening of the 
grounds since known as Alumni 
Field, on account of the activity of 
the alumni of the school in secur- 
ing it, 

Now with this magnificent field in 
our possession what can we do to 
show the alumni that we are taking 
interest in it. There are different 
ways of showing appreciation of 
such a gift, but one way is to see 
that it is used and cared for prop- 
erly. 


College professors, employers and 
philanthropists have long ago dis- 
covered that a certain amount of 
fresh air and exercise is as neces- 
sary to life as food. The employer 
has begun to realize that the vaca- 
tion which his employee enjoys 
makes him doubly efficient, instills 
new life into him, and a greater de- 
sire to begin work anew.

ren there is that they lack the in- 
vigorating and stimulating fresh air 
which is so abundant here and costs 
so little. 

But why all this? This is simply 
to show you, dear schoolmates, that 
all of you need fresh air and exer- 
cise after your work in the school 


room. 


Our school is ventilated as well 
as possible under present conditions, 
but you will admit that the warm 
atmosphere, dust, and lack of fresh 
air are not conducive to good

usually a bent or cramped position 
that you occupy. This is an incor- 
rect position and does not further 
physical health. So if you will come 
out only an hour each day to the 
field, stretch yourself, run around 
the track, play tennis, or indulge in 
any other sport that you like, it will 
aid you to become healthy men and 
women.

The American school peace league 
Offers to the schools of all countries 
two sets of prizes, to be known as the 
Seabury prizes, for essays on the sub- 
jects, “The Opportunity and Duty of the 
Schools in the International Peace 
Movement" (open to seniors in the nor- 
mal schools of the United States) and 
“The Significance of the Two Hague 
Peace Conferences” (open to seniors in 
the secondary schools of the United 
States). Three prizes of $75, $50 and 
$25 will be given for the best three 


essays in the sets. The American judges 
will include President Jordan of Stan- 
ford University, Prof. Anna J. McKeag 
of Wellesley, and a number of school 
superintendents. Essays must not ex- 
ceed over 5000 words (a length of 3000 
words is suggested as desirable); and 
must be written preferably in typewrit- 
ing, on one side only of paper, 8 by 10 
inches, with a margin of at least 1% 
inches. Manuscripts not easily legible 
will not be considered. The name of the 
writer must appear on the essay, which 
should be accompanied by a letter giving 
the writer’s name, school, and home ad- 
dress, and sent to Mrs. Fannie Fern 
Andrews, secretary of the American 
school peace league, 405 Marlborough 
street, Boston, not later than March 1, 
1912. Essays should be mailed flat, not 


rolled. The award of the prize will be 


made at the annual meeting of the league 
in July, 1912. Information concerning 
literature on the subject may be obtained 
from the secretary.

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When the local follower of football glances over the detailed accounts 
of the University of Michigan games this fall he rubs his eyes, for there is 
something about it all that seems mighty familiar. 

“Carpell gains five yards through the line. Picard dodges around end 
for ten, Thomson shakes off several tacklers and runs thirty yards for a 
touchdown. Quinn breaks through and throws the runner for a loss." 

All these men obtained their preparatory football education in the City 
of Opportunity, and what is more, the first three once upheld the honor of 
the black and gold. Carpell, Picard and Thomson were in the backfield of 
the great championship eleven of 1907, and when they passed on to the 
gridiron of one of the biggest universities in the country they were not lost 
in the shuffle as is usually the case. Their work was not overshadowed by 
the class of competition but they are the same stars they were when with 
Saginaw. 

Having three men from the same school upon a great eleven may not 
be unusual, but to have a trio from a prep. school backfield transplanted to. 
the backfield of such a team is perhaps unprecedented and reflects great 
credit upon the school from which they came. 

This showing indicates what a wonderful aggregation the 1907 Champs 
were. Three of that team are winning their *M's" on the 'varsity this year. 
Cornwell was one of Yost's stars last season, being picked as All-Western 
center. Daniels, who performed at end in 1907, played the same position 
with the undefeated All-Fresh team of 1909. Rosevear, guard, was the most 
perfectly built man to enter West Point up to his time, and he was on the 
army squad. for a season. Horning, tackle, went to Houghton, where the 
only gridiron aggregations are the freshmen and sophomore teams, and he 
was the star both years and coached the freshmen thereafter. Green, center, 
coached the Saginaw team in 1909. "These are the men who continued their 
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football activities after leaving school and each one has made a good 
showing. 

Thomson has, perhaps, made the best record. This man has been the 
mainstay of the Yost eleven this year. When there is a strong resisting 
opposition it is always “Bottles” who is called upon, and he seldom fails. 
He is one of the best punters in the country and is considered as an All- 
American possibility with an excellent chance of being the 1912 captain. 

He came to Saginaw during the season of 1908 from Cadillac, but owing 
to his late arrival he was ineligible for competition. Не then starred at half- 
back for two seasons, and when he entered Michigan he made the All-Fresh 
team in a walk. Last season he played every game for the 'varsity until the 
Minnesota struggle, when he was kept out because of a complaint as to his 
eligibility from the Gopher school. lle started out stronger than ever this 
year and his work has been the talk of the football world. 

When Picard came to the Saginaw High school he was considered a 
gridiron impossibility because of his diminutive size, but in his sophomore 
year he won his letter and ran the team from the quarter-back position for 
three years. He was induced to return to school as a post-graduate when 
tendéred the captaincy for 1907. He was a highly sensational player, small, 
but slippery, it being not an uncommon sight to see him wriggle through a 
whole team for a long gain. He was also a brainy field general. 

Picard won his numerals on the Michigan All-Fresh team with Thomson, 
and last season he was retained on the ‘varsity squad as substitute quarter- 
back, but did not get into a real combat. This year, after several games 
and hampered by injuries he got his chance and made good. He is a senior 
and now has his last chance. ) 

Carpell, who is considered one of the best openfield runners Yost has 
ever had, fought his way to the Saginaw team in 1905, when he got into the 
last game of the season. In 1906 he played at end and half-back. In his 
last year, 1907, he found himself hólding down the full-back job where he 
was a brilliant star. He would plunge through the strongest line for gains 
of nearly half the length of the field. 

When he went to the university there was no All-Fresh team, but the 
next year, despite parental objections, he turned out for the last three weeks 
and then attracted the attention of Yost who never since forgot him through 
two years, he being ineligible last season. This year he made good at the 
jump and with but one or two exceptions he has stayed there. He still has 
two more years at school and before he graduates he promises to be one of 
the best backs in the country. 
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The school is greatly indebted to Arthur Cornwell who has, merely 
through the interest in his Alma Mater, gone out each afternoon and coached 
the team. The outlook was all but encouraging in the preliminary work. 
He was greeted by a bunch of practically raw material. The total experi- 
ence of the whole squad was insignificant and it was this that he had to make 
a team of. The players themselves helped little. At times they lagged, 
making the coach’s labors all the harder. But he stood by the ship and made 
a creditable eleven. 


“Corny” first entered the limelight as a member of the ’07 team at tackle, | 
where he also played the following season. He entered the University of 
Michigan, and like the other Saginaw men, he made good on the All-Fresh. 
He turned out for the ‘varsity last season, and remained unnoticed for several 
weeks. The center position was bothering Yost and three weeks before the 
close of the season he tried Cornwell. The result was remarkable and he 
immediately became a bulwark for the defense, and was ranked among the 
best pivot men who ever wore the maize and blue. He did not return to 
school this year, but will undoubtedly go back in 1912, and there is little 
doubt that before he finishes he will be given a deserved place on the АП- 
American eleven. |
